daughter, is under arrest, charged with 
the murder, which she admits having 
committed. Mrs. Marean told tho po- 
lice that she did not know why she had 
killed her mother and she Is supposed 
to have been temporarily insane when 
she committed the deed. The weapon 
nsed was a heavy iron furnace-shaker. 


Mr. Marean says that early this 


morning she and her mother were 
chatting pleasantly when the old lady 
kissed her and told her she was a very 
dutiful daughter. The murderess then 
said: "As mother started to go up- 
stairs I walked up behind her oand 
struck her on the head with a wrench." 


After the police had a talk with Mrs. 


Marean she apparently began to real- 
ize what she had done, breaking down 
and acting In a pitiable manner. It 
was learnedi this afternoon that the 
woman had a severe attack of the grip 
five years ago and never fully recov- 
ered from its effects. Of late she had 
shown signs of insanity but did not 
seem violent, and her mother had no 
trouble in eontroling her. 
Tho medical examiner of the district, 


as well as an expert on insanity, were 
notified of the murder and an examina- 
tion of Mrs. Marean's mental condition 
will be made. She is about BO years 
old and is the widow of the late George 
B. Maroan.

At Gallitzin, the highest point in the 
Alleghany mountains, water is also at 
a premium, the supply being brought 
by rail from Portage, fen miles dis- 
tant. 


The city reservoir in Altoena is prov- 


ing entirely inadequate to furnish the 
city. In fact, bui a few inches of 
water is in it and the reservoir of the 
Pennsylvania ra\lroad is called upon 
The Same 'Btory is told In other towns. 


In Greensburg the local water com- 


pany is unable to furnish a full supply 
to its patrons and many of them have 
been compoled to fall back upon their 
wells. Irwin is in the same condition 
as the people of that place secure their 
water from the company that supplies 
Qroensburg 


On the southwest branch of the Penn- 


sylvania railroad the people also feel 
the shortage, and Scottdale and other 
towns are short in their supply. In 
the mountains it is stated that at fov- 
oral places the scene of water being 
sold from wagons is not an unusual 
one. It has boon some years since the 
scarcity of water was as prevalent as 
it IB now, and unless rainy weather 
Boon makes its appearance suffering 
may be occasioned.

Supply

PrrasBimoir, I>a., Nov. !.—Water la 


becoming a scarce article on account of 
the recent dry -weather. All over west- 
ern Pennsylvania mucli Inconvenience 
Is being occasioned by the drying up of 
the sources of supply, and tho precious 
fluid has in many instance- to be trans- 
ported for miles. A. heavy rainfall is 
awaited, therefore, with anxiety. 


Along the lino of tlio Pennsylvania 


railroad, between this city and Altoona, 
the effects ol the drouth are particu- 
larly felt. liotli tho railroad and a 
number of towns between those point!) 
arc experiencing the unpleasant sensa- 
tion of having to hustle for their water 
supply. At two points on the Pitts- 
burgh division it is found necessary to 
bring water from miles away by train. 
At Gallitzin, tho highest point in the 
Allcghany mountains, water is also at 
a premium, the supply being brought 
by rail from Portage, ton miles dis- 
tant. 


The city reservoir in Altoona is prov- 


ing entirely inadequate to furnish the 
eity. In fact, but a few inches pf 
water is in it and tho reservoir of the 
Ppnnsy Ivan in railroad is called upon 
The Samo 'Btory is told In other towns. 


In Greonsburg the local water com- 


pany is unable to furnish a full supply 
to its patrons and many of them have 
been compoled to fall back upon their 
wells. Irwin is in the same condition 
as the people of that place secure their 
water from the company that supplies 
Groensburg 


On the southwest branch of tho Penn- 


sylvania railroad the people also feel 
the shortage, and Scottdale and other 
towns are short in their supply. In 
tho mountains it la slated that at *cv- 
oral places the scene of water being 
sold from wagons is not an unusual 
one. It has boon some years since tho 
scarcity of water was as prevalent as 
it is now, and unless rainy weather 
soon makes its appearance suffering 
may be occusioqed,
